Mr. Speaker: — My friends and brother members, 

I was very closely associated with the departed Rami 

Reddi even during his father's lifetime. Sri Rami 

Reddf s father was known to me when I was practising 

as a lawyer at Guntur in 1928. Afterwards we were 

co-members in the District Board, Guntur. In 1932, 

when the Board had to be formed of fully elected 

members — previously there was nomination — we 

were returned as co-members. He was vice-President 

of the District Board from 1932 to 1935. Even after 

that, when I was not in politics, he was in politics and 

we were meeting each other very often and from 1952 

onwards we were co-members in the composite 

State and here also. It is very unfortunate that he 

was not able to attend more than one meeting of this 

Assembly after the inauguration of the Andhra State. 

Sri Rami Reddi was the most calm-going gentleman. 

He may be said to be Ajata Satru. There was nqt a 

man who was his foe. Even ' when he had to hold 

violently different views from others, there was not a 

single occasion when I heard him utter even a single 

harsh word. He was, like his father, of a charitable 

disposition. He was helping many a poor student. 

Just as you hon. Members, brother Members of this 

Assembly feel, I also feel extremely sorry for the death 

of Sri Rami Reddi at an age just below 50. He met 

with a premature death. I entirely associate myself 

with the feelings and sentiments of sorrow expressed 

by the Hon. the Chief Minister, the Deputy Chief 

Minister, the Leader of the Opposition and other 

^ brother members. We will convey our condolences to 

the bereaved members of his family and pass this 

resolution unanimously. In token of the great grief 

which has stricken us, let us St^nd in silence for one
